Moore seeks to have the court en-» 
join Martin H. Glynn from exerslclng| 
any of the functions of governor, prays 
for the restoration of the office to Sui- 
zer, attacks thr assembly for arrogat­ 
ing to itself tile power to convene i n 1 
extraordinary session and pass artl 
d e s of impeachment, and closes his- 
petition with a prayer for an audit of 
all the state books. 
Members of the court of Impeach­ 
ment, Governor Glynn, Attorney Gen 
eral Carmody, Secretary of State May 
and Sutter himself are named as de­ 
fendants. Why Sulzer was made a de­ 
fendant is not clear. 
Sulzer, engaged 
in the height of a campaign for d e c i 
Hon to the assembly on the Progres­ 
sive ticket, expressed surprise at th° 
filing of the suit.
